CHOSEN OF DEMOCRACY 
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was 


UTON BROOKS PARKER 
born on a farm in Cortland county, 
New Yorls, Mav (4, 1852. His 
father, John Brooks Parker, comes» of 
old English stock. His great-grandfather, 
John Parker. was born in 175! at W or- 
cester, Mass. He was a hard-working 
farmer. When the war for ind pendence 
5. 6 he,Jeft, his_plougs and served 
ate under Washington until the 
T.‘t- 
tle is known of him except that he was 
a man of pluck and independence and was 
greatly respected by his neighbors. His 
son, John Parker. was an inte'liger* man, 
highly educated and .public spirited. Jn 
1803 he came to New York stace rnd 
bought a farm at Cortland, the same 
farm which his distinguisned zrandson 
owns aff cultivates today. He had a 
large family, and when his health broke 
down the burden fell heaviiv upon his 
gon, John, the father of cudgs Parker. 
On his mother’s side Judg2 Parker de- 
rives good New England plood. He’ 
white-haired mother. who lives at Dorby, 
Conn., is a woman of refinement. educa- 
tion ang strong character. In the sum- 
mer time she spends the judge's vacation 
with him at Bsopus. She is a member 
of the Woman’s Christian . Temperance 
Union. The giant sits before his mother 
while she solemnly lectures him on tem- 
perance, and, being an abs‘emious mal, 
smiles and promises to be goo". Her 
constant aim is a warn him against am- 
bition. When the newspapers gro too 
loud in his praise he is sure to get a 
letter from his mother exhorting him to 
be humble. 


Parker’s Early Days. 

“Alton Brooks Parker,” 
man, “attended the villaze school and 
worked about the farm. When 16 vears 
old he taught school in a country school 
house and established his authority by 
thrashing the school bully. Then he 
taught school at Binghamton. Presently 
he wae a teacher at Accord, in Ulster 
county, at $3 a day. He inilended to go 
to Cornell university, and was caving 
money for that purpose, but his father’s 
necessities drew from his slender incoine 
and his hopes of a university course 
failed. He moved to Kingston and en- 
tered the law office of Schoonmaker & 
Hardenbergh as a clerk. Then he en- 
tered the Albany law school, and upon 
graduating, he returned to Scnoonmaker 
& Hardenhbergh. Within a few months 
he took a partner named Kenyon arid 
opened a law office at Kingston. 

“For twelve vears the young lawyer 
practiced his profession in. Ixkingston. He 
had a good income and won several im- 
portant cases. During that time he was 
quite free from the control or influence 
of large corporations. 

“In 1877 he was elected surrogaie of 
Ulster county, and was afterward elected 
for a second term. That was his first ex- 
perience of public office. 

“His entrance into politics was due 
simply to his love for his old employer, 
Judge Schoonmaker, who had been driven 
out of politics. He believed that the 
judge had been wronged and set out to 
restore him to popular favor. So earnest 
was his campaign that he soon became 
a recognized political factor in Ulster 
county, being a favorite of Mr. Tilden and 
Mr. Manning, who trusted and consulted 
him. In (885 he was induced to become 
chairman of the democratic state execu- 
tive committee, and in the campaign 
which he managed, David B. Hill was 
elected governor. Mr. Hill appointed, him 
to a seat on the supreme court bench 
when Justice Westbrook died. 

“When Judge Parker was 33 years ole 
he was unanimously nominated for the 
supreme court by the democrats. The 
republicans would not nominate an op- 
ponent Nota vote was cast against him. 
He served on the supreme court bench 
untijy his election as chief judge of the 
court of appeals, in 1897, by a plurality 
of about 60,000 votes. 

‘During his nineteen years on the bench 
he has ignored politics. In 1896 and 1900

Parker’s Personal Appearance 

Judge Parker is six feet tall and a man 
of giant- strength. His shoulders are 
broad and his chost deep. Tiis muacles, 
developed by hard work on the farm and 
by daily horseback riding, are the muscles 
of an athlete. He alopes perfectly as a 
man should, from his shoulders to his 
feet, and in spite of his nearly fifty-two 
years and his weight of 196 pounds his 
step is.as light as a boy’s and he can 
vault into the saddle with ease. 

His face is that of a countrv-bred man. 
Strong-and full of color. The eyes are 
large and of an agreeable brown: lion-like 
eyes but for the kindly expression., One 
notices the eyes first and then the im- 
mense jaws and formidable round chin. 
The lower part of the face is heavy but 
not brutal. It has a powerful line and 
outward thrust that suggests tremend- 
ous wil] power. The mouth is large and 
masculine, with a thick lower lip. The 
upper teeth are big, flat and white. The 
lower teeth are smaller. The coarse, 
tawny mustache goes well with the brij- 
liant brown efes and the reddish brown 
hair. : 

The judge's nose is acyuiline. He has 
high cheek bones, but the characteristic 
is not marked. His high, broad forehead 
slopes back without a bump. It is a singu- 
larly symmetrical brow, showing penctra- 
am bition und energy, The block 
is not large and is somewhat 


Parker as a Farmer. 


At the end of every week and during 
the summer vacation Judge Parker is to 
be found on his picturesque farm. Rose- 
mont, at Esopus, which overlooks the 
Hudson river, He has three farms in 
New York state—one of 150 acres at 
Cortland, another of 150 acres ai Ac- 
cord and stil] another of 90 acres at 
Esopus. He manages these three farms 
and makes them, on the whole, pay. He 
is no dilettante stranger to the country 
playing with agriculture as with a toy, 
but a real farmer who directs the work 
superintends tue® plowing, and, in ear 
vest time, goes out in his shirt sleeves 
to work with his men in the hav and 
sorghum. : 

A careful estimate of Judge Parker's 
wealth places the value of all his pos- 
sessions at about $30,000. This property 
he has acquired mostly by saving and 
good buginess judgment. Hig farm at 
Cortland came to him from his tarmer 
father. He was born on it ang worked 
along its furrows as a boy. 

Howeved deeply his ming is immersed 
in the complex problems of his creat 
office, his heart is always in his farm: 
for he was born a farmer and will be 
one till he dies. This familiar and prac. 
tical knowledge of farming and farmers 
is of great value to the court in deal- 
ing with agricultural cases, 

Here Judge Parker walks among his 
bulls and cows, in top boots and pea- 
jacket, the incarnation of strength and 
virility. He strides through the sgor- 
ghum and hay fields, visits the great 
barn, tends the sick cow or fondies 
the latest calf, and heips his men to 
clear up the leaves or stubble. His 
cheeks glow, his eyes shine, and he 
swings his arms like a boy, drinking 
in great draughts of the pure air or 
whistling a merry tune. 

None of his eight farm hands knows 
half as much as he about the trees 
the crops, the cattle, sheep, pigs, chick. 
ens, turkeys or ducks. Whether in the 
peach or apple orchard, in the cow 
pasture, barn or sty, he is the maste- 
of all in knowledge, as well as in en- 
ergy. He will ply his pitchfork or put 
his shouder under a heavy load with 
the best of them, and it is a good man 
who can keep up.with him. He is mod. 
est enough, save when he stands among 
his great red poll cattle, the pride of his 
heart. Then he swells with éonscious 
comradeship, for they are like him~big, 
strong and genuine. There is no finer 
sight in that part of the country than 
Judge Parker in the middle of his herd, 
calling to his great bulls and laughing 
as they come to him,

Prediction Is Now for Warmer 
Weather and Showers, Thus 
Insuring a Splendid Yield 
of the Luscious Peach 
This Year. 


The announcegnent ig made by the local 
weather bureau that the recent unusual 
cold snap resulted in no damage to the 
fruit crop of Georgia, with the exception 
of slightly retarding its development. 

According to reports received at the 
weather bureau, frost was not experi- 
enced at any point in the state. Light 
frost was reported from Fort Smith, 
Ark., and St. Louis, these two being the 
only points where frost was recorded. A 
temperature sufficiently low to induce 
frost prevailed in this section, but cloudi- 
nesg and a brisk wind prevented it. Had 
there been frost it is believed that con- 
siderable damage would have Deen done 
the fruit crop. 

Decidedly warmer weather, with cloudi- 
ness and probably showers, is forecasted 
for today in Atlanta and vicinity. The 
cold snap was foHowed yesterday by a 
pronounced rise in temperature, and 
bright skies that rendered the day warm 
and springlike, in striking contrast to 
the weather of the day previous. A gen- 
eral rise in temperature was experienced 
yesterday over the whole af that portion 
of the country affected by the cold 
weather, the rise being particularly high 
in the southwest. The high barometer, 
which produced the cold weather, has 
passed off of the United States into the 
Atlanta ocean and has left an even press- 
ure over the country.

A monster Hearst parade and demon- 
stration had been predicted by the news- 
papers friendly to that gentleman’s can- 
didacy, but it did not materialize. Blue 
flags bearing the magic word ‘Hearst’ 
in large white letters’ had been shipped 
here in large quantities and there were 
buttons and badges similarly inscribed 
to be had for the asking. Not one such 
button or badge was worn by any of the 
450 delegates to the convention, and very 
few were to be seen on the outside. Large 
Hearet. banners were hanging on sev- 
eral buildings along the’ street leading 
to the convention hall, but the Hearst 
flags I saw were all carried by women 
and small children, and there were not 
many of these. An organization calling 
ftedif the Albany County Democracy, 
made up of Hearst men and having about 
one hundred men in line, marched to 
the hall with Hearst banners flying, but 
to speak truly the impression it made 
Was not very serious or flattering. At 
Hearst Readquarters the calm of yes- 
terday prevailed. The only time it was 
broken was upon the arrival of a ¢rowd 
of young men who said they were Hearst 
“boomers” from Warren county, and who 
later on figured as part of the Albany 
county democracy parade. 

TAMMANY BRAVES COME

There were no banners set about the hall 
to mark the seating places of the differ- 
ent delegations, these being located in 
the designated places by the coupons at- 
tached to their tickets. The large stage 
was filled to overflowing with specially 
favored guests.’ A band was in the bal- 
cony, and when almost everybody had 
put in appearance, it started things going 
with “‘The Star-Spangled Banner,” te 
which everybody rose. 

The first real outburst of applause 
came when’ “Leader Murphy, of Tam- 
many, accompanied by Bourke Cockran, 
Charlie Towne, Senatar Tom Grady, 
Senator Victor Dowling and one or two 
other Tammany notables, walked down 
the center aisle.

HEARST'S. BOOM 
GOES 10 GRAVE 


Final Obsequies Occurred al 
Albany, h Y. Yesterday, 
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Not One Man in the Great Conven- 
tion for the New York Editor. 
Hearst Men Talk of Con- 
tinuing Fight in the 
Southland.

Albany, N. Y., April 18.—(Special.)—OUne 
of the most impressive facts relative to 
this convention and one which is cer- 
tain to have an effect in shaping the ac- 
tion of the party in other states is the 
absolute fizzle of the Hearst boom, 50 
far as New York is concerned. That none 
of the advance claims of Mr. Hearst's 
supporters have materialized, is a fact 
that must be chronicled tn the interest 
of truth, When the Hearst movement 
first began to take shape, it was based 
largely, though not entirely, upon the 
claim that he is New York’s favorite 
son. Today he has not one vote in this 
big convention, nor has he had a single 
contesting delegate. Not only that, but 
the effort to stir up Hearst enthusiasm 
outside the convention has failed utterly. 
One of the most ludicrous statements in 
the multitude of Hearst literature that 
has been scattered about the hotels and 
the town is that ‘‘There are rumors that 
Hill has been trying to buy Hearst dele- 
gates, and we fear he has succeeded.” 

As a matter of fact, no man who has 
sought to ig elected to this convention 
has done sO as a Hearst man except in 
a few assembly districts up the state, 
and these were so overwhelmingly de- 
feated that they did not attempt a con- 
test. Now the men around Hearst are 
discussing a plan to send a lot of New 
York men through the south and west 
and carry. on a crusade by c.alming that, 
despite the action of this convention, 
Hearst is the real choice of the demo- 
cratic masses, supplementing this with 
the charge that he has been made the 
victim of the Hill machine. 

Today I had a talk with some of his 
chief supporters. In response to my ques- 
tions they went into an elaborate argu- 
ment, giving their reasons why Mr.

Mc- 
Carren’s motion to adopt the resolutions 
was prefaced by the words, “if there is 
no desire to debate these resolutions.” 
Senator Grady, of New York, presented 
@ substitute for the resolutions for in- 
structions, saying there was no objection 
on the part of the minority of the com- 
mittee to the unit rule. He presented a 
substitute for the instructions provision, 
which paid high tribute to the character 
and record of Judge Parker, but did not 
provide for instructions. He supported 
this minority report, arguing that It was 
better for Judge Parker than a resolu- 
tion for instructions. He was followed 
by Senator McCarren, who declared that 
Grady himself didn’t believe in his own 
argument. Bourke Cockran followed with 
a strong, picturesque speech, the gist 
of which was that by presenting Judge 
Parker by an uninstructed delex¥tan 
hig chances would be far better than if 
the delegation was instructed. A young 
man named Cook, of Albany, made a 
rather lame reply favor instructions. On 
a roll call the minority resolutions were 
defeatéd by a vote of 149 to 30/1.

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, in discussing 
the bill, related many details of his ob- 
eervations in Alaska while visiting the 
country as a member of the state com- 
mittee and aroused much interest as he 
tola of its resources. He displayed much 
indifnation as he depicted the niggardll- 
ness of the government with dealing with 
the Alaskans. At last, completly forget- 
ting himself, he exclaimed: 

“All this they have done, Mr. Presi- 
dent, and in return we have not done 
a €—d thing for them.”’ 

The statement was a surprise to all, 
@epparently as much to the speaker as to 
his audience. ‘There has seldom been as 
spontaneous an outburst of laughter in 
the senate as the exclamation provoked: 
and Mr. Nelson joined in the merriment, 
although with many evidences of em- 
barrassment.

the convention adopted unanimously the 
report of the committee on convention 
delegates with the following big four: 

David B. Hill, of Albany; Edward Mur- 
phy, of Troy; James W. Ridgeway, of 
Brooklyn; George Ehrett, of New York. 

The substitution of the name of George 
Phrett who is a Tammany man, was 
designated by leader Murphy for that of 
August Belmont and was determined upon 
shortly before the convention assembled 
for its night session. After the refusal 
of the demand made by the greater New 
York committee last night that Tammany 
be permitted to name one member of the 
big four and one of the electors at large, 
the Tammany leaders considered that the 
matter was settled. But Hill and his 
advisers evidently thought better of their 
decision and today the negotiations were 
reopened by a proposition from them to 
Murphy that he take one of the big four 
place and-in return acquiesce in the 
prepodition for instruction resolutions. 
This he declined, taking the position that 
there was nothing personal at all in his 
contention against instructions, but that 
it was based solely on principle. Noth- 
ing more was heard about the matter 
until about 7 o'clock, when Hill sent 
word to leader Murphy that he could he 
one of the big four, there being no con- 
ditions placed upon the tender this time. 
Murphy sent back word that he did not 
eare for the place, as he was going as a 
delegate from his own congressional dis- 
trict, but suggested the name of George 
Ehrett. This was accepted. The other 
feature of his original demand was also 
acceded to by the other side, Harry 
Payne Whitney, a Tammany delegate 
to this convention, being named as one of 
the electors at large. 

EVERYBODY SATISFIED 
WITH CONVENTION WORK 

Everybody is satisfied, Tammany has 
been fully recognized as ita leaders held 
it should be and the majority of the 
convention had its own way about in- 
structions. 

I have it from the best of authority 
that it was Judge Parker himself who 
adWised the final unconditional offers 
made to the Tammany leader. In a 
long distance talk with Hill from -his 
home at Esopous he urged that every- 
thing be done toward the promotion of 
harmony. He also, it is understood, made 
it clear that he looks with favor upon 
the suggestion that Mayor McClellan be 
the party’s nominee for the governorship 
in the state contest. 

All this harmony did not, however, 
rob the night session of the convention 
of interest. There was the promised dis- 
play of oratory on the part of two of 
Tammamny’s star speakers and the crowd 
was given its money's worth of eloquence.

This was followed by a commendation 
of Judge Parker, as having been elected 
by a majority of 60,000 and as having 
“discharged the duties of his high office 
with such unvarying dignity, shining 
ability and scrupulous Adelity, that if 
his term were to expire this yeur he 
would undoubtedly be chosen to succeed 
himself by the concurring votes of all 
his fellow-citizens.”’ 

“On behalf of the minority of the com-

Colonizing the “Superfluous Man.” 

Some time ago The Constitution 
called editorial attention to Senator 
Hoar’s bill for colonizing the super- 
fluous population of great. cities upon 
so-called waste lands, under a species 


| of financial paternalism to enable the 


colohist to get upon his feet. The bill 


| in question is said to have had the 


approval of Senator Hanna, and to 
have been suggested to him by Booth 
Tucker. The Salvation Army is said 
to be standing sponsor for the bill 
and ready to finance the scheme. 

A correspondent in The Washington 
Post, while expressing his apvroval of 
the measure, suggests that the most 
inviting field for such colonization is 
the south, not on t'2 arid and agricul- 
turally uncertain plains of the west. 
He says, truly: 

An objection to the bill as described in 
The Post, so far as eastern cities g9, 
would be the great distance in moving 
population to the far west. The expense 
of transportation for families would go 
far toward buying lands nearer home. 
Thig feature of the bill might properly 
be enlarged to include the cheap neglect- 
ed lands of New Mngiland and the south. 
These, considering the location, are often 
cheaper than the western lands. They 
need no irrigation, have more or less 
buildings and other improvements, and 
can be made profitable quickly by good 
management, 

The people whom the pill is designed to 
benefit require to be taught agriculture. 
This can only be done on smal! tracts 
ander thorough and systematic tillage. 
Agricultura! education must attend any 
attempt to settle city people on the land. 
No business is more exacting in its call 
for thorough, special training than agri- 
culture. 

Near the great raliroad tines and along 
the rivers and sea coast of the south are 
millions of acres of good land for sale on 
most liberal terms. If congress and the 
states would unite with the great capital- 
ists and municipal corporations to secure 
these lands, resurvey them into small 
tracts, and sell them to actual gettlers on 
long credit, great and lasting good would 
be done. 

There would be no better place for 
colonies of the kind than in the south, 
and the colonists could find no more 
profitable and congenial occupation 
than trucking, an industry to which 
this section is peculiarly adapted, and 
which is in no danger of being over- 
done. The amount of capital neces- 
sary to purchase suitable lands and 
equip the worker for his healthful 
and remunerative employment would 
be comparatively small, and he would 
in one season be able to see satisfac- 
tory returns from his labor. Of course 
there are a variety of things these 
people could profitably engage in in 
the south, but trucking would seem 
to be best adapted to the colony 
plan and to the colonists’ lack of ex- 
perience in general agriculture. Many 
of them have already had gardening 
experience on the Pingree plan. 

Moreover, we are inclined to think 
that these abjectly poor, but worthy, 
people would be a more desirable 
Class of immigrants for the south than 
the paupers fresh from the land of the 


Stiletto and macaroni. Many of them 


are native Americans, nearly all of 
them speak our language, and 
it is a small per cent of them that 
could: not be “assimilated” into our 
body politic. The great congested 
cities of the north contain thousands 
of society's disinherited ones, so far 


as the ability to held their heads 


above water is concerned, who, if 


given a chance, would become indus- 


‘| 


trlous, theffy and. altogether respect 
able citizems; Of course, no colenies 


| recruited from the ‘criminal element 


are wanted in the soitith. 

Perhaps this is an opportunity to se- 
cure some of that: long looked for 
immigration. It might pay the south- 
ern statés that so badly need efficient 
farm labor%and help of various kinds 
to establish emigration offices in 
some of the northern cities, sending, 
with proper discrimination, poor fami- 
lies to logalities in the south that will 
provide for their new start in life. 
Plenty of farmers would be glad to 
give thegé people a start as tenants, 
or sell fiem truck patches on liberal 
terms, The help of the state, to- 
gether with the help of organized 
philanthropy, would enable may of 
such immigrants to move south and, 
in time, supply the present lack of 
labor in many fields. 

There are-thousands of people in 
the cities who would jump at the 
chance tq live in the free, healthful 
environment of the rural south, and 
they are far from being paupers, too. 
They only await a little help and en- 
couragement of an organized nature 
to induce them to immigrate. 

The time has come when Georgia 
must do something; practical to bring 
hewcomers to the state, and the Sdl- 
vation Army's plan may be a good one 
to encourage.

Verbal Criticism. 

A correspondent, who undoubtedly 
aspires to be a verbal critic, calls our 
attention to a sentence embodied in 
an editorial article printed in Sun- 
day’s Constitution, and inquires if it 
is to be called good grammar. The 
sentence is to this effect: 

“Every man and every woman owe it 
to their children, to their friends and 
acquaintances, and to themselves, to so 
order their households that the very 
memory thereof shal] give pleasure in 
the years to come.” 

We are frank to say that this sen- 
tence is very far from being good 
grammar, as English grammar goes. 
On the contrary, it is a violation of 
grammar, as it is written, and was so 
intended to be. When there is a con- 
flict betwéen mere grammar and fair- 
ly good English, the latter is to be 
preferred. There are a good many 
writers who feel fmpelled to order 
their diction so as to escape the schol- 
astic wrath of the verbal critics, but 
there is no finer spectacle to the sea- 
soned worker than to see the so-called 
purists writhe in agony. Even the 
English of the sentence which our cor- 
respondent quotes could be materially 
improved. It might be made to read, 
“Men and women everywhere owe it 
to their children,” etc., but this form 


U 


| would miss by considerable the idea it 


was desirable to convey. 

We have high hopes tHat in the 
course of time the majority of thosé 
who are engaged .in presenting their 
ideas through the medium of the pen 
will emancipate themselves from the 
abject slavery to verbal critics who 
stand for what they call grammatical 
English. If these critics will select 
one out of the many thousand Pnglish 
grammars that exist, and devise some 
means of making that particular gram- 
mar the recognized authority, they 
will then be in a position to enforce 
their decrees to some extent. 

But before they select a grammar 
for their authority, they should first 
find a grammarian who can write 
good English—such English, for in- 
stance, as Goldsmith, or Newman, or 
Matthew Arnold wrote. This search 
will of necessity postpone for an in- 
definite period the selection of an au- 
thoritative grammar. It should post- 
pone, too, the somewhat crude exhibi- 
tions of pedantry which the verbal 
critics are fond of putting forward. 

We have before us several very 
hopeful signs of the inconsequence of 
grammatical criticism. There are in 
Atlanta at the present moment a 
number of candidates for office, and 
in order to place their claims before 
all the voters, they have found it nec- 
essary, in addition to advertising in 
the newspapers, to send out circulars. 
The wording of some of these docu- 
ments shows a healthy disregard of 
the rule that is supposed to govern 
“to” and the infinitive. Indeed, two 
or three of these circulars not only 
“split the infinitive,” to employ the 
language invented by the verbal crit- 
ics, but stretch adverbial pontoons be- 
tween. 

This is a very good sign, indeed, and 
it is to be hoped that not only candi- 
dates, but all men, will write freely, 
and without the fear before their eyes 
of rules that have no existence save 
in the minds of pedants. 


ACCIDENT ON THE MISSOURI. 


Report of the Board of Inquest Is 
Received. 

Washington, Apri] 18.—Judge Advocate 
General Lemly has received from Admiral 
Barker, commanding the north Atlantic 
Squadron, the report of the board of in- 
quest in the case of the victims of the 
Missouri accident. This is not the same 
as the court of inquiry headed by Ad- 
miral Chadwick, which is now in session 
for the purpose of fixing responsibility for 
the accident. But the purpose is to estab- 
lish the fact of death and declare the 
cause to éstablish a basis of pension pay- 
ments to the families of the victims. 

The court was held on board the Mis- 
sourt at Pensacola Wednesday last and 
was headed by Lieutenant Commander 
Briggs. But two witnesses were examined, 
Captain Cowles and Lieutenant David- 


‘son. Captairy, Cowles answered but one 


question, to:the effect that the accident 
was caused by the explosion of 1,600 
pounds of powder in the handling room 
and turret and the charge in one of the 
turret. guns." 

Lieutenant Davis went more into de- 
tails, his etatement concurring With that 
contained in the first press dispatches 
from Pensacola describing the accident, 
Lieutenant Davig made no effort to ad- 
vance a theory as to the cause of the ex- 
plosion, and this matter will be dealt 
with by the present court of inquiry. The 
list of dead enumerated in tke report 
totals twenty-nine,

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INCREASE IN COTTON CROP 
NOT EXPECTED BY EDMONDS 


Editor of Manufacturers Record Gives Timely Inter- 
view on Situation and Tells of Sully’s Sus- 
Pension and Fight to Follow 


ICHARD H. EDMONDS, editor of 
R The Manufacturers’ Record, of Bal- 

timore, who has been in Atlanta 
the past two days, gave an interesting in- 
terview to The Constitution yesterday 
on the cotton situation in the south and 
on Daniel Suily’s suspension. 

Mr. Edmonds agrees with Sully in the 
belief that the cotton crop is not likely 
to be increased for several years, owing 
to seed deterioration and the lack of 
labor to cultivate and pick the crop. Un- 
til there is an increase in the crop he 
does not believe the price will go below 
10 cents unless the combined influence 
of the cotton bears of the world can 
break the price on a fair promise of a 
good crop. 

Mr. Edmonds declares that the efforts 
of the bears to keep Sully from returning 
to the floor of the exchange should de 
a@ great object lesson, and he indicates 
that there wll be a lively fight when 
the matter reaches a climax. 

Altogether the interview is one of the 
most interesting and limely yet present- 
ed on the cotton situation. 

In full it follows: 

“The efforts of the bears who contro? : 
the New York cotton exchangé to keep 
Sully from getting on his feet in order 
thereby to prevent his restoration to 
membership on the exchange are giving 
to the country an object lesson which 
may prove very beneficent to the eouth, 
One of the bears is quoted as saying: 

“*Why should we accept Sully’s offer, 
when he would make out of us the tnoney 
to pay wus?’ 

“It may be worth while

the staple. A crop of 11,500,000 bales 
is not suffcient to meet the world’s 
needs, and ‘untt) owr crop ‘is largeiy tin- 
creased beyond that figure we ought not 
to s@e cotton below 10 cents a pound, 
though without some resourceful, dar- 
ing bull leader, such ag Sully and-others 
who have led in this fight for a year or 
two, it may be possible for the cormbin- 
ed influence of the cotton bears of the 
world to break prices below that on any 
fair promise of a good crop. 

“But to return for a moment to Sully. 
There is a rule of the New York cotton 
exchange which prescribes the method 
of settling accounts of any member who 
suspends. Under this rule, if a suspen- 
sion is announced as much as one hour 

fore ‘the closing of the exchange. the 
settlements are made on the basis of 
the average price of that day, but if the 
suspension is announced after 2 p. m. 
(the exchange closing at 3 Dm md 
the settlement must be made on 
the basis of the average of the following 
day. When the announcement of Sully’s 
suspension was sent to the exchange, he 
was solvent and fully expected to pay 
off and resume in a day or two, but 
by some unexplained delay, the actual 
announcement was not made wntil two

New York papers inti- 
mate that there may be a legal contest 
against this additional debt on the claim 
that the suspension and notice Was re- 
celved by the cotton exchange before 2 
o'clock, even, though it may not have 
actually been read until two minutes af- 
ter. But, however the legal entangle- 
ments may be worked out the Dears are 
determined to keep Sully as well as other 
cotton bulls off the exchange if possi- 
ble. 

“The play of the bearg for years has 
been to beat @own prices and keep them 
down until cctton was out of the hands 
of the farmers and then and not till then 
to let it advance in order that they and 
the foreign millg might reap the profit 
to which the growers were justly ent:- 
tled. Sully, Brown, Hayne and their as- 
sociategs sought to advance prices early 
in the seagon that the south might thus 
get the prifit. They added $100,000,000 
or more to the south’s wealth last year 
by this cagnpaign. ; 

“Last summer in an interview in The 
Constitution I pointed out this condition 
and what it meant for southern prosper- 
ity. At that time 1 called attention to 


| the fact that 10 to I2-cent Cotton would 


give to the south a net profit over the 
low prices of recent years, of Say, $200,- 
000,000, or more than the total capital 
invested in all the cotton mills of the 
south. 
raw material might somewhat lessen 
the profits of manufacturers, the cotton 
mill people of the south at least should 
rejoice at an advance which means such 
unbounded prosperity to this section, and 
even New England mills so deeply in- 
terested in schemes to improve the con- 
ditions of education and labor in tne 
south should be willing to show philan-’ 
thropy in the practical way of rejoicing, 
that a million southern farmers, white 
and black, had been enriched, even 
though the scarcity of cotton had tem- 
porarily lessened the employment of a 
few thousand of their own mill Opera- 
tives. But I am afraid New England 
mills are almost as selfish in this par- 
ticular as those of Europe and that many 
of them indorse the hope expressed by 
the president of the New England Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ Association that other 
countries may develop cotton growing 
tn order to make New Engiand spinners 
less dependent upon the south.

More Cotton Needed. 

“The world needs a very great increase 
in the growth of cotton. The aim of this 
section should be to raise more cotton 
and better cotton to meet the increasing 
consumptive requirements, for it is hardly 
possible that for some years we shall be 
able to make a larger crop than is actual- 
ly needed at good price. We ought to 
look forward to 15,000,000 bales as a 
necessity within a few years or else the 
world will practically face a cotton fam- 
ine. The cotton question is not sectional 
only; it is not nationaj) chly, but inter- 
national, The measure of a nations’ civili- 
zation may be gauged by its 
cotton goods consumption, and 
that industry, possibly the greatest 
in the world, when considered in all its 
ramifications, would be seriously men- 
aced should the growth of the cotton 
crop not be materially increased during 
the next few years.

Handling the Crop. 

The attention of the whole south shoyld 
now be centered upon increasing il# 
cotton crop, upon the problem. of In- 
creasing its labor supply by ringing .in 
foreign immigrants, upon improving the 
quality of the cotten seed, upon the en- 
richment of the soil by better methods 
and wpon the better picking, ginning. 
compressing and handling of cotton. The 
great wastage in bad handling, repre- 
senting a loss of many millions annually 
to the south, should be done away with. 
It is folly to cling to methods a cen- 
tury old, for surely there must.ebe me- 
chanical skill enough in this country to 
devise some picking machine, some !im- 
provement over the destructive saw gin 
and some practicable method of baling 
cotton at the gin house ready for final 
shipment or export. Here is a field 
worthy of the energy and skill of the 
greatest inventors and worthy of the en- 
ergy and capital of the greatest business 
leaders of the world of commerce and 
industry. But even then cotton ought 
not to sell for less than |0 cents a pound, 
for Sully and the Dull leaders will still 
give the bears a hard fight and natural 
conditions are on the Dull side.”

Suicide is befter than facing a trial on 
the charge of uttering forged ratlroad 
tickets, thought John T. Smith, so he 
killed himself the day before his case 
was set for trial in the courts. 

This was the same John T. Smith who 
figured in the sensational ticket steal in 
Cuero, Tex., a year ago, and who, after 
being shadowed for months, Was ar- 
rested and releaged once in Tennessee, 
Was again arrested in Baltimore, Md., 
brought to Atlanta and given his free- 
dom after his ®rother had placed a cash 
bond in the gum of $1,500 in the hands 
of the local authorities. 

Smith was Under indictment by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury on two charges, 
Cheating and swindling and vwitering 
forged railroad tickets. The police of 
half the country hed worked hard to 
capture him, Pinkerton detectives had 
shadowed him and detectives in the em- 
ploy of thé Railway Ticket Protective 
Bureau had kept close eyes on his move- 
ments over since the railroad station in 
Cuero was broken Into and tickets to the 
value of $18,000 stolen. 

Some of these tickets were found in 
the hands of Atlanta ticket brokers, who 
sufrendéred them to representatives of 
the Railway Ticket Protective Bureau. 
Then came Smits arrest in Baltimore 
and subsequent removal to and indict- 
ment in Atidnta. His trial was to have 
taken place in Judge Roan’s court today. 
But Smith will not appear. 

In hig stead there is a telegram say- 
ing he fg dea@ at Alexandria, Va. When 
the telegram came Detective A RH. 
Koach, of the Railway Ticket Protective 
Bureau, laughed at this. He said it was 
@ hoax, thinking it was a trick on the 
part of Smith, - 

An investigation was made with the 
result of tho telegram’s being corrobo- 
rated. Smith w dead, slain by his 
own hand. He was evidently on his way 
to Atlanta to stand trial and decided it 
Was easier to die. 

The Railroad Ticket Protective Bureau 
is represented in Atianta by duBignon & 
Alston. The attorneys and the repre- 
sentatives of the bureau are convinced 
of the truth of the reported suicide.

garies. Circulars and affidavits are being 
issued in connection with various fights, 
an@ the candidates are having all they 
can attend to in keeping up their fences. 
Campaign names are abundant now, but 
after it is all over, no doubt, the best of 
good friendship wiil prevail in most 
quartérs hetween the victorious and the 
Gefeated campaigner.

| Probation Ordinance, Bonds for Police 


Prisoners, Bridge Work and Other 
Important Matters Were Af- 
fected by Legislation 
of Yesterday. 


A committee of three members of the 


general council has been apvovinted for 
the purpose of investigating the situation 
that now exists regardiag the buiidnigs 
of the Cotton States and International 
exposition, with instructions to report to 


| council] in the near future upon what step 


the municipality should take regarding 
them. 

The committee was appointed by Mayor 
Pro Tem. Longino under a resolution : 
troduced by Councilman Amorous and 
unanimously adopted by council. The 
committee consists of Councilman Amo- 
rous, chairman; Alderman Harwell and 
Alderman Woodward. 

The city ordinance which has permitted 
policemen to fix the amount of the bonds 
of their prisoners was repealed during the 
session of council yesterday afternoon. 
The ordinance effecting this was intro- 
duced by Councilman Hillburn. The 
amendment provides that the amount of 
the bond shall be determined by the offi- 
cer in charge of the police barracks. 

What council apparently believed to be 
an injustice to a young man of Atlanta 
some time ago was the cause of repeal- 
ing of the section which permitted ar- 
resting officers to determine the amount 
of the bonds for their prisoners, 

Councilman Hillburn, when called upon 
to explain the amending ordin®@:e, stated 
that recently a young man thad been sent 
to the police station with instructions by 
the arresting officer that he must de- 
posit $600 in cash before being Mberated, 
This occurred at [@ o'clock at night. The 
young man stated that he did not have 
$500 to deposit and was consequently de- 
tained. A prominent citizen of Atlanta 
was sent for and he was told that he 
would have to deposit $600 in cash for 
the yOung man. The citizen referred to is 
supposed to write his fortune in eaix 
figures. He wanted to sign a bond for any 
‘amount, but was told that the cash would 
be required. Chief Ball was then appealed 
to over the telephone and he reduced the 
cash collateral to $50, which was de- 
posited, 

Councilmen agreed with Councilman 
Hilburn that an occurrence of that kind 
skould not be repeated and they voted 
unanimously for his ordinance. | 

An ordinance by the tax committee, 
Couritiiman Qiuiliian, chaiffhan;“* which 
suspends the operation of the trading 
stamp ordinatice until July |, was adopt- 
ed. The’ trading stamp ordinance places 
@ tax of..$100 per annum upon all mer- 
chants who use them. Chairman Quillian 
stated that the merchants wanted to stop 
giving tradings tamps, but believed the 
time to be too short. . 


Probation Ordinance Amendment. 

An important amending ordinance to 
thé ordinance which creates a children’s 
court in Atlanta and puts into operation 
the probation system for juveniles under 
the age of 1!6 vears was introduced by 
Councilmen Amorous and was referred to 
the ordinance committee for action. The 
amendment provides that the probation 
officer shal] not be a policeman, and 
shall not ‘have the arresting power. 
It also provides for a salary of $500 per 
annum for him. The author of the or- 
dinance stated that this part was intend- 
ed to prevent an increase in the number 
of arrests among the childten. 

The amending ordinance of Councilman 
Amorous also takes $1,200 from the ap- 
propriation heretofore made to the At- 
lanta exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase 
expositiow and appropriates. it for the 
construction of detention wards for the 
children at the police barracks. 

Councilman Breitenbucher presented a 
resolution providing that bids be request- 
ed for the Magnolia street bridge. It was 
referred to the finance committee and the 
committee on bridges. 

Councilman Turner presented a resolu- 
tion providing that bids be invited for the 
Edgewood avenue bridge. It was referred 
to the bridge committee. 

Alderman Girardeau offered a resolution 
requesting the board of park commission- 
ers to eonform to the ordinance which 
requires them to meet once every month, 
This was referred to the committee on 
ordinances. 

A resolution by Alderman Woodward 
inviting the Royal Arcanum to meet next 
year in Atlanta was adopted. 


Will Widen Viaduct Walkway. 

From the Atlanta Terminal Company 
came a communication suggesting that 
the walkway of the Mitchell street via- 
duct be made to conform to the grade 
of the new union passenger station at 
the expense of the terminal company. 
Alderman Harwell stated that he favor- 
ed granting the petition at once. Chief 
City Engineer Clayton explained the na- 
ture of the improvement, saying that 
the new north walk of the viaduct would 
be 20 feet instead of 8 feet wide. The 
petition was granted. 

The Young Men's Library Association 
gave notice that James R. Nutting had 
heen nomfnated to succeed himself as a 
trustee of the Carnegie library for a term 
of six years. The city clerk stated the 
term of Trustee James R. Gray had also 
ex pired.

been associated with Mr. Orme during his incumbency of the office, was making an active canvass 
of the voters of this county, and stating to them that he had a personal interest in the office, and 
for that reason was anxious for Mr. Orme’s election. Every Soliciter in the State of Georgia is 
some times compelled, for Providential or other reasons, to secure the services of another lawyer 
to take his place and run his Court during his temporary absence.

This was dene at an expense to the county 
of about $60 per day. It is apparent, therefore, that during that ene menth the inefficiency ef Mr. Orme cost 
the county over $1,000. This money did not come from the fees of the effice, but from the general tax funds of 


the county. ‘ 


It is also true that in April his Court met, was in session for two days, and then adjourned for 
the term. When they adjourned, there were in Fulton County Jail 20 prisoners whoses cases were 
triable in this Court, and who should have been given a speedy trial. 

In addition to these there were scores of bond cases where the defendants were likewise enti- 
tled to a speedy trial. Mr. Orme was either unwilling to devote the time necessary to the trial of 
these cases, or had been so actively engaged in his campaign that he was not prepared for them. 
In doing this, he prolonged the imprisonment of “these twenty prisoners, presumed by the law to 
be innocent, and he violated the constitution of the State of Georgia, the stitution of the United 
States and the most fundamental principles of good government. 

This is the record which he is asking the people of Fulton County to endorse.

Republican Point of Order That This 
Would Violate Existing Law. 
Democrats Ask if House 
Has Not Same Rights 
as President.

Washington, April. !8.—The house today . 
passed the last of the supply bills of the 
government, the general deficiency ap- 
propriation measure, after @ stormy ses- 
sion which lasted until 8:15 o'clock in the 
evening. The contest was a party one 
over the deficiency appropriation for pen- 
sions, which the democrats tried ineffec- 
tively to amend by incorporating as a 
law the recent executive age disability 
pension order. An effort was made by 
Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, to secure a yea 
and nay vote on his amendment as to 
the age disability order, but the speaker 
refused to recognize him for this purpose. 
On a pro-forma motion to recommit the 
bill the democrats, angered by the speak- 
er’s refusal to recognize Mr. Moon, 8e- 
cured a roll call, but after the vote had 
been taken all further opposition ceased 
and the bill was passed. 

Mr. Underwood, democrat, of Alabama, 
offered an amendment reducing the total 
deficiency appropriation for pensions to 
$2,400,000 and Mr. Livingston, democrat, | 
of Georgia, offered another, providing , 
that no part of the appropriation bill be 
paid to any claimant for pension under 
the president's order. 

Another amendment by Mr. Miliers, 
democrat, of Indiana, increased the ap- 
propriation to $5,000,000, while still an- 
other amendment was offered by Mr. 
Moon, democrat, of Tennessee, provid- 
ing that persons who served ninety days 
or more in the service of the United 
States during the civil war shall, when 
they reach the age of 62 years, receive 
$6 a month; after 65 years, $8 a month; 
after 68 years, $10 a month; after 70 
years, $12 a month. ( 

It developed that this last amendment 
was a sharp move by the democrats. Mr. 
Hemenway made a point of order against 
it because he said it changed existing 


law. 

Mr. Underwood promptly stated that it 
followed the president’s order and in- 
quired if the president was more entitled 
to violate existing law than the house. 

Mr. Hemenway declared that in the 
confusion he did not get the drift of 
the amendment and tn defending’the ap- 
propriation as provided by the bill, said 
the. democrats had been wandering 
around for two months for an issue in 
the. coming campaign and they thought 
they had it now, but, he said, the re- 
publicans would meet them on that issue 

Mr. Willfams, demotrat, of Mississipp!, 
said the order was another illustration of 
executive usurpation. “He emphatically 
declared that the order was a change of 
existing law,’ and .insisted that the com-’ 
missioner of pensions ha@ committed an 
impeachable. offense. 

Mr. Moon indignantly denied that he 
offered his amendment for political ef- 
fect. His amendment, he explained, was 
offered solely that there may be no doubt 
of what the soldiers are entitled to, be- 
cause he believed the order a wise and 
sensible one if enacted tnto law In pur- 
suance of the constitution. 

The point of order against the Moon 
amendment was sustained amid derisive 
laughter from the democratic side. 

All amendments were rejected, and the 
bill was reported to the house and passed. 

Late in the afternoon Mr. Hitt offered 
his Chinese exclusion bill, introduced Sat- 
urday as an amendment to the general 
deficiency™ bill, and it was accepted. 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, sarcasti- 
cally declared that this amendment 
demonstrated how easy it was for the 
majority to do things. He congratulated 
the republicans for having found that 
substantial legislation was a thing su- 
perior to technical rules. The bill, he 
declared, was ‘a felonious assault, a 
lynching bee, directed against the rules 
of the house,”’ but, he said, no republi- 
can voice had suggested it was not in 
order. 

Mr. Williams produced laughter when, 
noticing Speaker Cannon occupying a 
seat on the floor, he said that he was 
almost struck with paralysis by the fact 
“that the speaker is sitting now by the 
gentleman from Indiana (Mr. Hemenway) 
and abetting him in this felonious at- 
temyt to strangle the rules.”’ 

Conference reports on the fortifications 
and army appropriations bills were agreed 
to. The revort on the latter bill was 
criticised by Mr. Hay, of Virginia, be- 
cause it contained legislation not enacted 
in either house of congress. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

Cat Bam Bandit Twice At- 
lempis To Kill Sele 


Neidermier, Who Is To Hang Fri- 
day, Opens Arteries and Then 
Swallows Phosphorus—He 
Is in a Very Precari- 
ous Condition. 


Chicago, April 1@—Peter Neidermeir, the 
leader of the car barn bandits, condemned 
to die on the gallows Friday, made two 
desperate attempts at suicide today. His 
condition as a result is so precarious that 
it is feared he wil] not survive. Should he 
still be alive next Friday he will be car- 
ried to the gallows and executed. Neider- 
meir planned his attempted suicide care- 
fully. First he masticated and swallow- 
ed the heads of seventy-five or one hun- 
dred sulphur matches. While the phos- 
phorous was Durning his stomach he 
sawed at the radial artery of his left 
wrist with a gharp-pointed lead pencil. 
Striking a bone in the wrist, he gave up 
trying to sever the artery and turned his 
weapon to the large veins on the outer 
side of -his left forearm, and with jabs 
and a see-saw motion he lacerated the 
flesh and muscles of the arm and tore 
open the veins, leaving a large jagged 
wound exposed, through which the blood 
gushed, dying his bed clothing and run- 
ning dowfi over the cell floor in pools. 

His Second Attempt. 

His second attempt came after the 
wound had been dressed and closed by 
the county physician. Neidermeir was ly- 
ing apparently unconscious in the hos- 
pital under a guard’s care. His right arm 
and hand were hidden by the bed clothing 
and with hardly a discernible motton, he 
slipped the bandages off his left arm and 
with his sharp finger nails tore away the 
threads in the wound and inserting his 
forefinger into the ragged hole, he worked 
again at the veins and sought to reach 
an artery. He unconsciously uttered a 
groan and made a convulsive movement 
which attracted the attention of the 
physicians, nurses and the guard, and on 
throwing back the coverlids the atten- 
dants saw with horror that Neidermeir 
had torn away th# bandages and reopened 
the wound. Neidermeir opened his eyes 
and with a leering wan smile exclaimed: 

“Let me die, Doc; go away and let me 
die. You were almost too late she first 
time. Now, why do you try to save my 
life ?’’ 

Neidermeir lost a large quantity of 
blood and was almost pulseless for a time. 
The most danger, however, is thats the 
poisonous phosphorus has burned him so 
severely that hi8 life cannot be saved for 
its final snuffing out.on the gallows. 

Neidermeir says he got his idea of swal- 
lowing phosphorus, when & prisgner in the 
jail committed svitide in that manner 
while Neidermeir was awaiting trial. For 
the ldst tWo weeke“*Neidermeir has been 
saving the matches he.was able to filch 
and beg. He even gave up smoking to 
some exfént so he could hoard them. In 
getting at the veins and arteries in his 
arm he first sawed three long gashes. 
Then he pushed the sharp end of the pen- 
ci] into oné so it would pass under the 
veins. He twisted the pencil around and 
around until the v@ins were twisted and 
burst. In doing this the pencil was 
broken into several pieces. 


Chicago, April 18@.—A letter written by 
Neidermeir prior ta the attempt at suicide 
was founj concealed in his clothes. In 
the letter the writer incidentally expresses 
repentance of his career, and he regrets 
leaving the few who have loved him, but 
chiefiy the letter is a morbid glorification 
of the writer's covrags and wis loyalty 
to his kind in contrast with Neidermeir’s 
associate, Gustay Marx. The letter says: 

‘‘There are four Teasons why I should 
take my life: 

“First, because of the public boast that 
I cannot commit suicide while I ain 30 
closely guarded. 

‘Second, that I cheat the 
scaffold. 

‘Third, that they cannot say they exe- 
cuted me and madé me pay for a crime. 

“Mourth, to have another mystery for 
the ignorant police to solve.’’ 

The létter concludes as follows: 

“It seems very pleasant to have this 
everlasting enjoyment of rest. I am an 
atheist, and do not believe in any reli- 


gion.

CITY MARKET PLAN 
WITH COMMITTEE 


Council Refers Matter Alte 
~ Discussing It Very Briefly 


Communication of Captain J. W. 
English and Plans for the 
Structure Were Regularly 
Submitted Yesterday, but 
Action Postponed. 


The first step in the matter of securing 
permission to erect a market house be- 
tween the Whitehall street viaduct and 
the Broad and Forsyth street bridges 
was taken by the general council during 


the session of yesterday afternoon. 

The communication of Captain James 
W. English and the plans submitted by 
him were referred jointly to the bridge 
committee, of which Councilman Bruce is 
chairman, and the committee on streets, 
of which Alderman Terry is chairman. 
The communication has already been 
printed in The Constitution and a por- 
tion of the tentative plans has been re- 
produced. 

The movement involves obtaining per- 
mission from the state of Georgia and 
from the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louls railroad to construct ayer the rail- 
road tracks the steel structure upon 
which the market house would be built. 

After the communication of Captain 
English had been read Alderman Wood- 
ward called attention to the fact that he 
had in 1897 éndeavored to have a market 
house constructed on the site, but had 
failed because of the unwillingness of 
Major J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, to give his congent to the im- 
provement. 

Alderman Inman said he +had been in- 
formed that the railroad was last week 
offered $30,000 for the privilege of erect- 
ing a building over the tracks, which 
offer had been refused. 

Councilman Amorous thought the mat- 
ter should not be dropped. He wanted 
the communication of Captain English 
referred to a commitice. 

“I think this matter is of sufficient im- 
portance,’’ he said, ‘“‘to be worth the best 
effort council can make.”’ 

Councilman Amorous moved that the 
communication and the plaas oe referred 
to the bridge committee and the commit- 
tee on streets. His m tion was adopted.

IN MANCHURIA PROVINCE 


By Jos. Ohl. 


Washington, April 18.—(Special.)—Some 
queer, things about business customs in 
the Chinese province of Manchuria are 
told by a Russian traveler, who has re- 
cently made a tour through that terri- 
tory in the interest of a scientific asso- 
ciation. The Russian has also recently 
been in Germany. He met our consul at 
Mainz, Mr. Schumann, and that official 
in a report to the state department says; 

“According to this traveler there are in 
a Chinese business houSe neither proprie- 
tors nor employees, All persons employed 
in a business house are partners, who 
shate in the profits of the undertaking. 
During the course of the year each mem- 
ber receives, at certain established inter- 


vals, a kind of salary, which, however, | 


meted out so sparingly as to be hard- 
~ sufficient to supply the necessities, of 
ilte. At tire close of the year, however, 
the accumulated profits are divided. 

“Very noteworthy, according to the 
statements of the traveler, is the excep- 

“tional honesty of Chinese merchants, who 
‘always and most promptly fulfill the en- 
gagements they may have entered into. 
Thus, for instance, the ten branch offices 
of the Russo-Chinese banks located in 
China, have since their establishment 
no record of a single protested note. 

What the traveler said about the hon- 
esty of the Chinese is vouched for by 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador 
at Washington, whom I have frequently 
heard bear witnesses to the remarkable 
honesty of the Chinese and their prompt- 
ness in meeting obligations which they 
incur. AS qa people the ambassador thinks 
the Chinese are far superior to the Jap- 
anese, and that they are capable of 
great things if brought into contact 
with the outside world, and shown the 
road to modern progress. ‘‘A Chinaman 
who does not pay his debts,”’ said Count 
Cassini at the embassy the other day, “‘is 
g@ rarity anywhere in China. His fel- 
lows will not tolerate such a thing, and 
I know of many instances of the great- 
est personal sacrifice by Chinamen in 
order to meet an obligation. Properly 
trained the oo wilh some day sur- 
prise the world.” 

Devastation to Egypt. 

Destruction of large numbers of oxen 
and cows in Egypt by the cattle plague 
has been reported to the state depart- 
ment ty Mr. Riddie, the American con- 
sul general at Cairo. He estimates the 
loss at from 50 to 70 per cent of all the 
cattle in the country. So dependent is 
Egypt for its prosperity upon the suc- 
cess of its agriculture that it is feared 
the loss of so many cattle, which makes 
plowing impossible, will force the aban- 
donment of valuable agricultural lands 
that must remain untilled unless another 

-meéans of cultivation is found.

Just why the Argentina sportsman pre- 
fers a cheap, small bore gun to any other 
kind or why the Argentina estancfero in- 
sists, that his wire shall be black and in 
bundles of uniform weight is a national 
prejudice which Mr. Ames, the American 
charge d’affaires.ad interim at Buenos 
Ayres, does not explain, but in a report 
to the state department upon our share 
in Argentina trade he declares very em- 
phatically that unless American manu- 
facturers cater to. these whims of the 
Argentines German manufactures will 
capture the entire trade of the republia 

Mr. Ames offers this suggestion to the 
American manufacturer: 

“By way of- general commentary on 
our importations into the Argentine Re- 
pudlic, I would suggest that we might 
increase them by approximating.our trad- 
ing methods to those employed by Ger- 
man manufacturers, There ig at present 
too little effort on the part of Ameri- 
can producers to suit their product to 
local taste. When a German manufactur- 
er learns that the Argentine sportsmen 
want a cheap small bore shotgun, he 
takes pains to give them exactly what 
they want. The American manu--cturer, 
on the other hand, regards these local 
tastes as pecgliar prejudices which should 
and will be aJandoned. He does not need 
this trade and it is not now worth 
truckling to. When the time comes, as 
it presumably will, when he does need it, 
{t will have passed permanently into the 
hands of producers who take more pains 
in manufacture and in shipment, and who 
grant longer terms for payment.” 

Iron from Vegetables. 

How to give the human body an tron 
tonic in a palatable form by cultivat- 
ing vegetables containing iron is the ob- 
ject of some interesting experiments bea 
ing conducted at the agricultural bac- 
teriological station of Vienna which ‘Mr. 
Guenther, the American consul general 
at Frankfort, Germany, makes the subject 
of a report to the state department. That 
salts of iron are of great importance to 
the human system is a well known fact, 
but the artificially prepared foods which 
are introduced into the human body, it 

been found, do not always have the 
desired effect because the quantities of 
iron contained therein, even if consider- 
able, are not entirely assimilated. In his 
report Mr. Guenther has this to say: 

“According to modern ideas, the human 
body may also supply its want of iron 
from vegetable foods, and it is expected 
that by increasing the quantity of iron in 
certain vegetables it will be possible to 
procure a natural means of supplying the 
human system with a nutriment rich in 
iron and easffy agsimilated. The first 
experiment was made with spinach, by 
adding hydrate of iron to the soil. The 
spinach grown from seed showed a per- 
centage of iron seven times as great as 
ordinary spinach, vathout injury to the 
plant, This is considered a very favor- 
able result, as the iron contents are per- 
fectly sufficient for medical purposes and 
in a form which possesses none of the de- 
fects of the best artificial iron prepara- 
tions. It is presumed that other ferru- 


ginous plants rich in iron will yield re-

Modern Languages for Americans. 


“Teach modern languages in American 
industrial schools’ is the urgent recom- 
mendation of Mr. J. F. Monaghan, the 
American consud at Chemnitz, Germany. 
Mr. Monaghan hes made a report to the 
state department upon the lack of lin- 
guistic training of German foreign agents, 
in which he says that although the Ger- 
mans as a nation have a reputation for 
their linguistic capacity and attainments, 
there is really a deplorable lack of 
Knowledge of foreign languages among 
their foreign agents in certain branches 
of German foreign industry. Tihis lack 
manifests itself largely among the gen- 
eral commercial representatives of the 
empire. It is also noticed, Mr. Monaghan 
Says, in the ranks of the technical agents, 
who require to conduct their business 
efficiently a ready speaking knowledge 
of the language of the country in which 
they are stationed and in addition to this 
must possess a thorough familiarity with 
the special foreign terminology of their 
profession. German business men are com- 
Plaining of this latter jack and say that 
it greatly hampers the upbuilding of the 


ier 

In calling attention to the etéellent op- 
portunities offered in this fleld to young 
mén-who complain that all’ professions 
and all walks of life are overcrowded, Mr. 
Monaghan says: 

“One export firm is reported to have 
long sought a young man well versed in 
the technical terminology of the engin- 
eering profession to represene the in- 
terests of its machine in a large English 
colony, but to have sought in vain. It is 
believed that the scarcity of young men 
of this class is not as widespread as this 
example might lead one to infer but the 
idea is generally accepted that the Ger- 
man system of industr.al education is 
etill weak in the education of young 
engineers, electricians, miners, etc., in the 
foreign technology of their trade. A recent 
writer in The Export Review urges that 
hereafter a special provision ought to 
be made to offer an opportunity to young 
Germans who contemplate entering the 
foreign commercial service of the empire 
as salesmen or technical representatives 
for thorough linguistic  training—one 
which will endow them with more than a 
purely mechanical control of the technical 
vocabulary involved in their profession 
and which will empower them to readily 
converse with business men in their field. 
To attain this end special optional or 
elective courses are desirable, for it would 
be a useless waste of time, in the opinion 
of the writer in The Revue, for home en- 
gineers who plan permanent residence in 
the country to devote themselves to as 
thorough linguistic education as is requi- 
site to attain a perfection or even a fair 
knowledge in foreign speech. An ele- 
mentary training is in all cases beneficial 
and provision for such a training has 
already been made in most of the ad- 
vanced industrial schools. ‘‘But it is in 
the field of specialized, technica] linguis- 
tic training,”” says Mr. Monaghan, “that 
wt 9 ge bys on aie REnevemant still 
remains,”’ an @a this warni

“This experience in Geymany contains a 
very valuable suggestion for the proper 
and most effective directions of aims in 
the teaching of ma@dern languages in 
American industrial schools.’’

Washington, April 18—Minister Powell’s 
energetic attitude in behalf of the United 
States claimants against San Domingo 
yneets the cordial approval of the of- 
ficials of the administration here. The 
United States would not be pleased to 
Ree any intervention by a foreign govern- 
ment in behalf of its claimants that wouid 
tend, in any way, to prejudice the prompt 
settlement and payment of claims which 
citizens of our country have against San 
Domingo. It is probably along these 
lines that Mr. Powell has communicated 
with the San Domingo minister of foreign 
affairs. There are a number of claims of 
United States citizens against San Do- 
mingo, noticeably that of the San Do- 
mingo Improvement Company, who are 
waiting settlement and this government 
is anxious that they should be settled. 
The minister’s agtion, it is believed here, 
was precipitated by recent publications 
indicating it to be the intention of the 
Italian government to force a settlement 
of the claims of its citizens against San 
Domingo. Not only the Italian govern- 
ment, but the British, French and Ger- 
man governments have large claime 
against San Domingo and it has been 
known for some time here that all four 
countries were losing their patience in 
the effort to come to an agreement with 
the Dominican government. 

It has been declared by Buropean dip- 
lomats of high rank that BDurope will 
welcome any steps the United States 
would take in the direction of restoring 
order in San Domingo and maintaining :t.

The affirmative charges contained in Mr. Arnold’s card may be fairly stated as follows: 


FIRST—That upon the resignation of Mr. Eugene R. Black I was appointed before 
midnight of the same day as Solicitor in his place. I have the authority of the Governor 
of Georgia for the statement that he had two days’ notice of Mr. Black’s resignation be- 
fore my appointment was decided upon, and that it was made upon the personal request 
of Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, an ex-Justice of the Supreme Court of Georgia, and upon 
the further endorsement of the able judge who presides over my court. I do not believe 
that the good people of this County are prepared to accept the prejudiced statement of 
my opponent against the official action of the Governor of Georgia. 


SECOND—Mr. Arnold charges that attacks have been made upon his character and 
the character of his family. I defy him to prove one single assertion that has ever fallen 
from my lips, or from the lips of any of my friends which would reflect in any way upon 
either the character of himself or of his family. Until he names them the people of Fulton 
County will not believe that they have been made. 


THIRD—Mr. Arnold justifies the scurrilous literature used in his campaign on the 
theory that the laboring people of Fulton County will endorse his methods by their votes.

FOURTH—mMr. Arnold asserts that he does not need any certificate from the lawyers 
of Atlanta as to competency, but in the same issue of the paper he prints three certificates 
from lawyers of the Atlanta Bar endorsing his competency in an effort to meet the ringing 
endorsement given me by more than one hundred leading members of the Atlanta Bar. 
Mr. Arnold claims in his card that a number of these lawyers who have thus endorsed my 
candidacy have also pramised to vote for him. My knowledge of the character of each 
of the lawyers who signed my endorsement justifies me in defending them against this 
attack upon their candor, sincerity and truthfulness, and I defy Mr. Arnold to name one. 


FIFTH—Mr. Arnold charges that Mr. John W. Moore is associated with me in my 
race in the same way that Mr. Hynds is associated with him in his race. This charge 
has been publicly denied by Mr. Moore and myself and Mr. Moore today prints a card 
again denying the statement of Mr. Arnold. | 


SIXTH—Mr. Arnold refers to his practice of defending the criminal classes. I do not 
question his right to do so, or that of his partners to defend criminals, but I do say that if 
the administration of our criminal affairs in this County is to be turned over to the office 
of Arnold & Arnold that will permit them to control both the prosecution and the defense 
through some attache of their office, it will be an unfortunate condition for the good people 
of Fulton County, and a dangerous blow against law and good order. Mr. Harvey Hill, 
the only son of the Solicitor General of the Superior Court, Mr. Charlie D. Hill, is in the 
office of Arnold & Arnold, and has been active in the defense of criminals, and I have 
never heard any statement of his intention to discontinue this class of practice. Can the 
people of Fulton County believe it to their interest to elect a member of this firm to the 
Solicitorship of the other criminal court? Are the people ready to turn over to this firm 
both the criminal courts of the county? .. 


SEVENTH—In conclusion I again ask the endorsement of the voters of Fulton Coun- 
ty as Solicitor of the City Crimnal Court and invite full criticism of my official record and 


of my campaign methods.
